DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Developer Steve Roth of Vornado together with 
his wife, Daryl Roth, the Broadway show producer 
and theater owner, were seen traveling from 
Sagaponack to Georgica on Saturday morning.

RUNAWAY TRAIN 

Somewhere between Bridgehampton and Water 
Mill last Wednesday afternoon, a westbound 
train with about 55 passengers on board speeded 
up instead of slowing down and raced through 
Water Mill without stopping. Other trains in front 
were advised to get onto sidings until Charlie 
Blair, the motorman on the runaway train, came 
rumbling through.

returned,” a spokesman from the subway system 
announced at 5 p.m., but then inexplicably, the 
train finally came to a halt at Hampton Bays. 

A team of technicians who examined the train 
when it was towed back to the Montauk Yards 
said that the cause of the problem might have 
been some software code that crossed the wires 
between the FASTER and SLOWER buttons when 
the moon was at its apogee.

PROTESTORS PUT BRAKES ON 
POLICE PARKING STRUCTURE 
Construction of a planned five-story Hamptons 
Police Department impound facility and parking 
ramp began on a wide swath of Napeague wetlands 
this week, but the work was quickly stalled by 
protestors who formed a human chain around the 
site. According to people at the scene, contractors 
managed to begin digging the foundation before 
activists descended on the area and blocked work 
from continuing. 
“Building this kind of large concrete structure 
is not easy to do on the salt marsh, and these 
people are not making it any easier,” Hamptons 


Police spokesman Larry Hirsch said, explaining 
that great care must be given to the facility’s 
substructure, lest it be washed out to sea. “I’m 
not sure what the problem is here,” he added. 
“Yes, it may impede some water views, but we 
maintain that the building itself will offer a 


‘gorgeous alternative view, which includes 


bright lights so people can enjoy looking at 
the surrounding wetlands no matter the time 
of day,” Hirsch continued. “This facility will 
illuminate the entire area, even in the dead 
of night.” 

Opponents of the project, who have been 
taking shifts protecting the site from further 
construction, say a five-story parking garage is 
not in keeping with the character of the otherwise 
pristine natural surrounds. “We will not leave, 
even if it takes the entire summer to get them 
to stop,” one protestor, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said. 

“We're not going to let this continue 


much longer,” Hirsch noted after two 
days without progress on the facility. 
Expect «to see arrests, en masse, 


before June 20. 


BILLBOARD WAR 
CONTINUES WITH NEW GAMUT 

The Hamptons Municipal Board announced plans 
to build a 120-foot billboard adjacent to the much- 
contested 60-foot Shinnecock billboard on Route 
27 in Hampton Bays. According to Municipal 
Board president Fred Marzipan, the move is a last 
ditch effort to thwart the Shinnecocks’ billboard, 
which they have refused to take down, in spite 
of court orders and the opinion of many that the 
large, digital screen is an “eyesore.” 

“To erect our much larger billboard, we will 
have to build it on the existing road, but the plan 
will move the highway to avoid it,” Marzipan 
says. “Ultimately, we have the jurisdiction to 
do this, and we expect our larger, more tasteful 
digital billboard to make theirs redundant and 
overwhelmingly pointless.” 

Hamptons Police have been tasked with 
diverting traffic and securing the area while work 
crews install the billboard. “Our billboard will be 
nearly twice as tall and at least twice as bright,” 
Marzipan points out. “We're going to put an end 
to this eyesore problem once and for all, and 
there’s nothing anyone can do to stop us.” B.

The Not So Boring History of Housing in the Hamptons 


BYDANRATTINER 
| n the day the settlers arrived on the East End 

in the 1600s, they were told how to build 
homes for themselves by the friendly Shinnecock 
and Montauk Indians who met them. You dig 
a deep circular hole, and around the circle you 
arrange small supple trees that can be bent to 
create a dome with an open hole at the top, so 
when you build a fire inside during the hard, cold 
winter, the smoke will go straight up and out. 
Large animal skins can be roped onto the outside 
of the trees to keep the wind and rain out. The 
fire will keep you warm. 

The settlers were grateful for the idea, and they 
got through the winter that way, with the dome 
up above. But the next spring, they chopped 
down trees into logs and, using wood pegs for 
nails, made houses like the ones they’d lived 
occupied in Lynn, Massachusetts, where they had 
sailed from. Rectangular, with a wood plank floor 
and a peaked slanted roof with two rooms just 
below, they called them saltboxes. The Halsey 
House has survived until today in Southampton, 
the “Home Sweet Home” in East Hampton. 

For the next 200 years, the Indians lived in the 
woods their way, and the settlers built farmhouses, 
churches, meeting houses and assembled their 
saltboxes in neat little rows on what they called

“Main Street.” They fished, farmed, sold dry 
goods, went to church, miled their cows. They 
were taught by the Shinnecocks how to harpoon 
whales close to shore, then how to haul them onto 
the beach. 

The houses the settlers lived in were for the most 


part variations on the saltbox, with an occasional — 


rich man—from farming or whaling—building a 
larger house, often as not, with columns out front 
in the Greek Revival style. They might have eight 
rooms—parlor, living room, dining room, kitchen, 
four bedrooms above. Outhouse. Seaweed was 
used as insulation. That was a rich man’s house 
back then. one 

Atthe end ofthose200years, the railroad pushed 
through to the East End, which meant by hook or 
by crook they would find ways to get rights-of- 
way through the Indian land, and while they were 
at it, confine the Indians further into the woods. 
Into this situation, by train from New York, came 


the first groups of superrich and their families—_ 


tycoons, they were called—who also built large 
eight-room mansions, some even larger, to found 
what we today call the “Summer Colony.” Oddly, 
their summer mansions, assembled largely in 
Quogue, Southampton and East Hampton, were 
largely unheated, uninsulated, uncomfortable 
and barely electrified. Some didn’t even have 
hot running water. For many of the rich of New

York, going out to the Hamptons was like going 
camping. Enjoy the bracing healthy air for the 
summer. So much better than New York. Get 
under quilts for those summer nights, if you 


like. The men would come out on the trains ~ 


for the weekend, the wives and children the 
whole summer. It was roughing it. But there was 
the beach. 

Also coming out here on the new railroad 
were middle-class people buying small parcels of 
land near or at the ocean and building on them 
tiny beach shacks. These were for the growing 
group of working men and women who now 
lived in the Bronx, Queens or Brooklyn. Many 
were avid fishermen. The land was cheap, the 
shacks or cabins were often constructed by the 
men themselves, and like a miniature copy of 
the filthy rich, the women and children would 
live out here by the ocean-all summer and 
their menfolk would come out weekends to join 
them for early morning fishing and afternoon 
barbecue. Notably, these modest beach houses 
went up on Dune Road in Westhampton Beach 
and the Quogues, in Hampton Bays and Noyac 
and the end of North Sea. The children and 
grandchildren of these people remember these 
places fondly. Sand in your toes, starfish and 
crabs at your feet, fish caught in the ocean or bay 
for dinner over a fire. — 
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The well-to-do local people continued to live 
in their large, insulated homes but none of 
them were welcome into the “Summer Colony” 
society. Those in society were organized in the 
community’s annual Blue Book, which gave the 
name, address and education of those at the 
listed addressees. The book got updated every 
year. Locals not welcome. 

Meanwhile, the merchants, professional people, 
lawyers and judges began to build midsized 
houses, while the working class—the local 
Bonackers (fishermen and. clammers)—lived in 
still smaller houses. Tourists came but did not 
build houses. They rented space in rooming 
houses, then went home after a day or two. 

This was the situation I came into when I arrived 
as a teenager to live out here in 1955. There was 
an odd tension between the Summer Society and 
the well-to-do locals. The locals, claiming “I came 
over on the Mayflower” status, wanted invitations 
to the Summer Society. But the Summer Society 
did not jump at the opportunity. Meanwhile, 
the working people—my dad was a pharmacist 
who bought a drug store in Montauk—would be 
denied entry into either society. But my dad did 
build us a nice house. 

But something else was happening in housing 
about the time I arrived. After World War II 
ended, in 1945, artists, intellectuals, poets, movie 
stars and writers began to move out into the 
Hamptons, often taking residence in shacks on 
the beach or in quiet secluded areas, or, if more 
successful, something entirely new—small new 
homes designed by modern architects. These 
homes, often with flat roofs, curving walls and 
sliders leading out to a deck, were something 


new here. The homes, still relatively small, were 


“statements,” pieces of art themselves, often 
reviewed in The New York Times Sunday magazine 
section. In any case, the intelligentsia claimed their 
little patches. 

It might seem odd today, but back in the 
1950s and 1960s, the fear was that all this would 
be overrun by suburbia. The developers had 
chewed up farms and built out suburbia as far 
as Bay Shore and Port Jefferson. There seemed 
no stopping them. They’d buy up our homes 
and build new Massapequas. Ruin this beautiful 
place. Nobody imagined we would someday be a 
world-class resort. 

Beginning around 1980, massive wood- 
shingled summer homes began to appear. They'd 
be 10 bedrooms and 12 baths, with obligatory 


_ swimming pools and tennis courts. Some came 


about by taking over some of the homes in 
the Summer Colony...and then enlarging them. 
Many were built by celebrities or those in the 
financial world. And they had all the conveniences 
imaginable. Farms were purchased. and the land 
broken up into five-acre parcels for these new 
homes. The sites for them soon ran out, however, 
and as a result, the prices for such homes, now 
called McMansions, went through the roof. 

Now McMansions became “investments” that 
you could grandly live in and then, down the road, 
sell for more than you paid. When the prices for 
such properties tipped into the millions and tens 
of millions, it soon became clear that there would 
have to be teardowns, and everything was on the 
table, even the summer mansions. 

Today, McMansions are the dominant feature 
in much of the Hamptons, almost all wood- 
shingle and pitched-roof reminders of the old 
saltbox or Summer Colony homes, and almost 


all boxed in by hedgerows. Have they really 
not been there forever? Fortunately, as the 
Hamptons became “The Hamptons,” a retreat 
for the superrich, a very large part of its history, 
views over farm field and classic New England 
downtowns, has been saved—due to a wonderful 
2% transfer tax on most real estate transactions 
in all our communities. The money, totaling 
more than a billion during its first 10 years, 
has been used to buy open spaces at current 


‘prices to become trails, farms, parks,- preserves 


and wild overgrown public lands. Some are even 
on the beach. . 

Meanwhile, a majority of the smaller 
homes remain. There seems to be room for 
everybody. And that’s the story of the homes 
in the Hamptons, from the tree saplings to 
the McMansions to the world record Rennert 
residential property—which is a home for Ira 
Rennert, his wife, Ingeborg, and their three 
children, built on a former 63-acre oceanfront 
potato field in Sagaponack and measuring out at 
110,000 square feet of private residence. Among 
the many buildings features, Forbes and others 
have reported, are 29 bedrooms, 39 bathrooms, 
a dozen chimneys, a formal dining room the 
size of a basketball court, a bowling alley, two 
squash courts, two tennis courts, a play house for 
children, a theater, guardhouse and a $150,000 
hot tub. It took eight years to build. 

Almost unparalleled for a private home in 
America, the former farm field it sits on has now 
been beautifully re-forested with thousands of 
trees, and so the general public gets only a few 
glimpses of any of it. Or, of course, you can get 
invited. If you are, you will be met at the front 


gate on Daniels Lane by a gatekeeper.

Originally, officials from the 
Quogue Police Department, 

the Westhampton Beach Police 
Department, the United States 
Coast Guard, the Army Corps of 


Engineers, the New York State 
Department of Environmental 
Conservation and the U.S Fish 

and Wildlife Service all denied 
responsibility for the removal of 

the dead shark. Removing this fish, 
after all, could be a smelly operation 
costing several thousand dollars. 
One had to consider that the beast 
weighed many thousands of pounds. 


Now that the shark has been 
stolen, or whatever happened to it, 
it is a different story. It is unclear 
whether an investigation on its 


disappearance will be conducted 
by the Quogue Police Department, 
the United States Coast Guard, 
the Army Corps of Engineers, the 
New York State Department of 
Environmental Conservation or the 
U.S Fish and Wildlife Service.

What was the inspiration for this piece? 
The ocean has always inspired me. It is so large 


and we are so small. The ocean doesn’t really 
change and neither do the people that come to 
it.

These 
three kids happen to be my grandchildren and it 
reminded me of my sister and my cousins doing 
the same thing years ago—loving it, the fun and 
excitement and also that underlying bit of a scary 
feeling when a very big wave is coming at us!

paints, brushes...everything I needed to try 
painting. I worked at the kitchen table and copied 
from art books. My first painting was of a little 
boy and girl sharing a bowl of chocolate outside 
with a beautiful shaft of light coming down on 


. them. I think it was a painting by Murillo. From 


there, I studied. I have a BA in Art from Rosemont 
College, then studied Film and Advertising at The 
School of Visual Arts. Next, faux painting and 
gilding At The Isabel O’Neill Studio in New York 
and at the Tania Vartan Academy in Florence. 
After retiring form advertising, for six years I 
studied painting at The Art Students League of 
New York with Tom Torak, Sharon Sprung, Mary 
Beth McKenzie, Dan Gheno and Cornelia Foss. 


Talk about your experience working for 
Young & Rubicam. 

I felt so lucky to be at Y&R since it was one of 
the most creative agencies at the time and I was 
working for two very talented TV art supervisors 
and I learned a lot from them. There were lots 
of creative young people my age and we were 
all happy to be working there, even if it meant 
many late nights. The agency had large clients 
with large TV budgets. Soon, I was filming a 
shampoo commercial in LA and another with a 
famous basketball player in Cincinnati. The job 
was competitive, challenging and rewarding. But 
I left when I was offered a position at another 
agency by someone I had known at Y&R. After a 
number of years, I went back at Y&R for another 
13 years. I worked with some people I knew 
from before and I felt at home again creating 
commercials for The US ae Dr. Pepper, KFC 
and Barbie. 


How my painting work differs from my 
advertising work. 

They are both creative, but very different in 
many ways. The scope is different. In advertising, 
the scope is focused on the product and who the 
target is. As a painter I have to rely on myself for 
guidance. I paint what inspires me—a person, a 
scene, colors, forms, beauty a cause—anything 
that prompts a feeling and makes me want to 
capture and share that feeling. In advertising I 
worked with a writer to create an idea, a message 
to people that they would identify with and 
feel good about on some level. To do this we 
worked with research people who help create the 
strategy. And many people up the agency ladder 
both Creative and Management comment on

your work before you present it to the client. Most 
of the time there are changes to be made—some 
good, some bad. Even if the client likes it, there 
are focus groups! 

And if they don’t like it? It’s doomed. But if 
they like it you get to produce it. That’s when 
you work with a director, producer, actors, 
music people, an editor, etc., all approved by 
the client and agency, and in the end you have 
a commercial. 

In painting, I work alone. I keep looking at 
my painting to figure out what’s bothering me 
Is it the composition, a color I need to change, 


and the light? I can leave it for a while or ask my 


husband what he thinks. Eventually, sometimes 
even months later, somehow I figure out what do. 

The end result has similarities. In advertising, 
if your commercial is on the air and people 
like it and the clients reach their goal and the 


agency is happy and you are respected in the 
ad community, you can feel good about what 
you accomplished. 

It is a lot like being in an art show where if 
people comment favorably about your painting 
and maybe even someone buys it and lovingly 
puts it in their home and now it has a nice place 
instead of sitting in your studio, and so then you 
feel good about it. 


Timing is the thing. And for me and my husband 
the time was right to leave the crowds and noise 
of Manhattan and live in the peace and quiet 
Remsenburg. It’s a small place between Eastport 
and Westhampton, very picturesque, and very 
nice people. There are community events and 
there’s the post office to get your mail since we 


don’t have home delivery, we do have a very good 


elementary school, a community church and the 
academy where we hold meetings and art Shows. 
And my son’s family lives here so I get to see 
my grandchildren grow up right before my eyes. 
What could be better?

Back in the Saddle: Learning to Ride in the Hamptons 


H orseback riding is an art as much as it 
is sport. It’s ingrained in the culture of 
Bridgehampton. As a Bridgehamptonite, I 
felt we would be missing out if we did not 
partake in the most ubiquitous local pastime 
that does not involve drinking rosé. 

My daughter is 8 and has tried ballet, 
skiing, and has a love for animals. My goal 
was to give her a gentle and safe introduction 
to horses. 

Many choices in the area cater to 
young riders. I took my daughter to try 
several lessons at a few of the barns 
around Bridgehampton. The quality of the 
instruction varied. I was looking for a hands- 
on teacher to give my daughter skills, not just 
an expensive pony ride. 

My goal is to get her to like horseback 
riding, but not too much. I’ve heard from 
friends who have done the competitive 
riding circuit that it’s a slippery and very — 
expensive slope. 

Jimenez Jumpers, run by Joanne Jimenez, is located 
at the idyllic Two Trees Farm, just minutes from my 
home. I reached out and arranged a lesson. 

My daughter immediately gravitated to Joanne with 
her perky personality and endless energy. She never 
stopped smiling as she ran around the ring leading 
my daughter and her horse “Daisy.” Joanne constantly 
reminded my daughter about the position of how to 
hold her hands with the reins, where to focus her gaze, 
squeezing the horse at the right moment and how to 
maintain posture and control while turning corners. 
It requires a great deal of coordination and body

awareness. Joanne progresses her riders steadily with 
one skill at a time, level by level. I never felt like my 
daughter was pushed to do more than she was ready 
for. My daughter came away from the lesson with 
a sense of accomplishment. We did a few weeks of 
lessons, and my daughter will attend pony camp this 
summer at Jimenez Jumpers. 

“My biggest joy,” Joanne says, “is to teach a beginning 
rider the posting trot rhythm. That’s the true essence of 
learning to ride. Once they conquer and achieve that, 
the sky’s the limit with their riding!” 

Joanne focuses on achieving small daily goals. The 


first lesson is how to work around the horses, grooming

and tacking up, then the riding skills. In 
just a few weeks, my daughter, who had 
never ridden before, achieved cantering and 
confidently jumping over small poles. 

For some parents, the sport is about 
competition. It is a goal for my daughter 
to be able to “show” one day, but for now I 
want her to ride for her social and emotional 
development. Joanne agrees with this 
philosophy. “I come from a ‘whole child’ 
perspective. I want to engage my students 
with a full range of development physically 
through riding, emotionally and mentally 
through horsemanship and friendship and 
responsibility to care for animals and one 
another. True mindfulness.” 

Joanne and her husband and partner and 
trainer J.P. Jimenez live full time in East 
Hampton with their three children, 17, 9, and 
7. Joanne and J.P. also offer ponies for lease 

and manage involvement in horse shows. 

Jimenez Jumpers offers lessons for riders of all ages, 
weekend afternoon camps throughout the year, and a 
five-day, week-by-week summer camp that culminates 
with a barn sleepover at the end of the summer. There 
is also a garden on the property that the riders help to 
tend during camp breaks. 

“I see how much children and adults need horses in 
their lives,” Joanne says. “I’m so lucky to be able to do 
what Ido.”

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Sewing Up Summer: East End Tennis Camps 


O ver the years I have had many inspiring, 

challenging and wonderful teachers. The 

"inadequacy of my memory has left me void of many 
of their wise elocutions. However, I manage to recall 
that somewhere in the delightful blur of my childhood, 
my longtime instructor and coach told me tennis is a 
lifelong sport. 

When I was old enough, my parents enrolled me in 
lessons through the town recreation center. Twice a 
week, I would gleefully shuffle, backpedal, and sprint 
all over the court. I loved everything about those 
lessons, even cleaning up the balls at the end. In 
hindsight, the tube we used to suck up stray balls was 
just a spray painted PVC pipe with rubber on the ends, 


but back then it was a most fascinating contraption. 
Beyond teaching the rules of the game and basic skills, 
those lessons offered a crash course on forbearance 
and sportsmanship. Those not prodigal enough to find 
themselves playing on the ATP or WTA world tours 
are responsible for the enforcement of boundaries 
and rules on their court. In tennis “the line is fine” 
but it is also the final call of whose side the shot in 
question falls on. A deep serve too good to return could 
easily be called a fault. It would be exceedingly easy 
to make bad calls, usurp an opponent of a deserved 
point, and sail through straight sets on dishonesty. An 
opponent that makes bad line calls is sure to rattle even 
the seasoned player, and may cause such frustration

“Foubidden Broadwaw’ Delights at the Gateway Playhouse 


he second show in Gateway’s summer season, 
Forbidden Broadway, is not your typical musical, 
and that’s what makes it a must-see, especially if 
you're a fan of theater or are in need of a good belly 
laugh. Forbidden Broadway is written and directed 
by Gerard Alessandrini, who joins Gateway for this 
spectacular rendition, with a script he’s re-written 
more than a dozen times over the last few decades. 
Known as the “Fall-Down Funny Roast of 
Broadway,” Forbidden Broadway is a_take-no- 
prisoners parody of all your favorite Broadway hits. 
The clever tongue-in-cheek score has you hanging 
on each line. Alessandrini is a master of parody 
lyrics—swapping words for ones that will have you 
either giggling or full-blown laughing out loud, with 
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tears of hilarity streaming down your face. 

The cast consists of four performers who portray 
countless characters from over two dozen of the best- 
known Broadway shows. It’s amazing how each cast 
member can seamlessly transition from one scene to 
the next—from singing re-worded tunes from Mamma 
Mia! to poking fun at the costumes of The Lion King— 
never missing a beat. Their infectious energy will keep 
you enthralled, and even the absence of a true plot will 
not deter from the enjoyment of the music—because at 
the heart of the show, the music is what it’s all about. 

A huge kudos to this amazing cast: Chris Collins- 
Pisano, Bill Coyne, Mia Gentile and Keri Safran, 
who work together like wheels on a car, each one 
rolling alongside the other in comedic brilliance. 
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KERI SAFRAN, CHRIS COLLINS-PISANO AND MIA GENTILE IN FORBIDDEN BROADWAY. 


Gentile’s powerhouse vocals belt out songs made 
famous by the likes of Idina Menzel and Liza Minelli. 
Her performance of “How to Fly,” a parody “Defying 
Gravity” from Wicked, almost gave the audience as 
many goosebumps as the original. When she comes out 
as 30-year-old Annie, America’s favorite orphan, the 
audience can barely contain the giggles. The scene that 
parodies West Side Story with “Chita and Rita” leaves 
the audience pealing with laughter and will stay in 
your head for several days. Gentile was most recently 
seen on Broadway in Kinky Boots, and we imagine 
she’d make a fabulous Elphaba in Wicked if given the 
opportunity. Safran is a red-headed spitfire, and her 
personalities on stage are vivacious and hilarious. Her 
portrayal of the personalities of Barbara Streisand, 
Patti Lupone, Bernadette Peters, Julie Andrews are on 
point and side-splitting. Her timing is perfect and her 
antics only add to the fun. 

Collins-Pisano has some very memorable 
performances, including his spoof on The Lion King 
as Rafreaky complete with a Mickey Mouse headdress 
and hidden Disney merchandise. He also portrays 
the characters of Evan Hansen (laugh-out-loud funny 
lyrics), the Phantom from The Phantom of the Opera 
and Beetlejuice (Beetlejuice, Beetlejuice) all of which 
he played out uproariously. Rounding out the cast is 
Coyne, who delivered so many varied performances. 
It’s a wonder the cast can fully embody each unique 
character in every scene theyre in. His interpretation 
of characters like Hugh Jackman, Simba from The Lion 
King and Lin-Manuel Miranda from Hamilton were on 
point. There’s a scene with Coyne and Collins-Pisano 
where they do a riff on The Book of Mormon that will 
have you hooting with laughter. 

There are so many different shows represented 
in this rendition of Forbidden Broadway—including 
Chicago, Mary Poppins, Cats, Jersey Boys, Fiddler 
on the Roof and Little Shop of Horrors to name a few 
more. You'll lose count of how many costume changes 
each character has, and the costumes themselves 
are uproarious in their interpretation, due to the 
vision of Costume Designer Alvin Colt. The Lion King 
ensembles were hilarious, as were the puppets used for 
the “Ya Gotta Get a Puppet” scene from Avenue Q. The 
parodies of Cats and Frozen were also favorites, and 
you'll be giggling about the Cabaret scene for a week. 

Forbidden Broadway is a refreshingly wicked and 
clever parody of some of the most popular shows 
that have graced the Great White Way. As always, 
The Gateway picks the best team for the job, and this 
show is a great example of masterful talent working 
together seamlessly.
